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JOHN STANTON STARS 
AS THE DETECTIVE WHO 
PLAYS IT TOUGH 


JOHN STANTON is'shooting back to 
TV stardom as the no-nonsense cop 
Bellamy in the toughest police series 
ever produced in Australia. 

After a three-year break from TV to 
work as a principal actor with the 
Melbourne Theatre Company, he is play- 
ing one of the most challenging roles of 
his career. 

And the ruggedly handsome actor has 
a clear view of how he sees the tough pro- 
fessional policeman he portrays. 

“Bellamy’s a tough man with some 
humor and a few soft edges,” John said. 

“He gets the job done in the quickest 
possible way, and that often means cut- 
ting corners. 

‘But, basically, his methods are or- 
thodox. 

"He's vulnerable in his personal life 
but in his professional life he’s never 
weak. å 

““Bellamy's the sort of policeman most 
policemen would like to be.” 

The new Ten Network series is being 
paralleled with Britain’s cop show The 
Sweeney and America’s Streets Of San 
Francisco. 

“You can’t do a police show without 
violence,’’ said John, ‘‘and these types of 
programs seem to be very popular in this 
country. 

“Bellamy is towards a more documen- 
tary and realistic type of police series.’’ 

The show, filmed in and around the 
streets of Sydney, centres on Detective 
Sergeant Steve Bellamy, head of the 
Special Crimes Squad. 

It is a demanding job for John, who is 
needed for almost every scene and works 
a 15-hour day. Fortunately, John is in top 
physical condition. 

During his three-year involvement 
with the Melbourne Theatre Company, 
he was offered two long-running TV roles 
but was forced to turn them down. 

John, his beautiful actress-wife, Jill 
Forster, and their four-year-old 
daughter, Polly, have moved to Sydney 
while the series is in production. 

After many bit parts the big break in 
his career came when he won the major 
role of the tough cop Detective Pat Kelly 
in Homicide. 

He appeared in the series almost a year 
before joining the cast of the ABC pro- 
duction Certain Women for another long 
run. 

The pilot of Bellamy was recorded at 
the end of 1980 with the series going into 
production early this year. 

The action-packed cop show has been 
screening on TVQ0 in Brisbane for some 
weeks and makes its debut in other states 
in the next few weeks.

TWO OF TV'S HOTTEST STARS LOOK BACK ON THEIR STORMY PAST 


CHIPS STARS Erik Estrada 
and Larry Wilcox have ended 
the bitter feud which 
threatened to end their hit 
series. 


The battling stars say that at one 
stage last year they could not look at 
each other for fear of having a fight. 

At the height of the feud a year ago: 

* Estrada held parties in his dressing 
room, keeping Wilcox waiting on the set. 
* The two stars fought over who had the 
best lines and constantly tried to upstage 
each other. 

* Estrada refused to co-operate on shows 
Wilcox directed. 

* The fight divided the crew into pro- 
Wilcox and pro-Estrada camps. 

They blame their egos and Estrada’s 
ex-wife for the problems. 

“Ninety per cent of what we were try- 
ing to get away from was rubbish we 
created ourselves,” Estrada said. 

The problems began even before the 
show started in 1977. Wilcox was the first 
to win a part and wanted another actor 
to play his motorcycle sidekick. 

“I thought it was asinine to pick 
someone just for being photogenic,” he 
said. 

In the first year they often talked their 
problems over — both sober and drunk 
— but the tension would always return 
after a few weeks. 

It eased when Estrada almost killed 
himself in a motorcycle accident on the 
set in late 1979. Wilcox was one of the 
first to the crash scene and consoled his 
partner. 

But when he tried to visit Estrada in 
hospital he was not allowed in. 

When Estrada made his ill-fated deci- 
sion to marry Joyce Miller in late 1979, 
Wilcox was not invited to the wedding or 
to Estrada’s birthday party soon after. 

When Wilcox married Hannie Strasser 
in April last year he made a point of leav- 
ing Estrada off the guest list. 

“I wanted to show more class and in- 
vite him anyhow, but it went against the 
grain,’’ Wilcox said.

The differences stemmed from the 
stars’ backgrounds. Estrada, 32, is a 
street-smart battler from New York’s 
Spanish Harlem. Wilcox, 33, is a clean- 
cut country boy who grew up on a cattle 
ranch in Wyoming. 

Estrada got his acting start in The 
Cross And The Switchblade. Wilcox 
began in Lassie. 

Estrada made no secret of his ambi- 
tions to be the show’s star and by the 
middle of the first season, Wilcox was 
feeling the squeeze. 

"The show was becoming Erik’s vehi- 
cle,” he said. "I wasn't exactly jealous, 
but I was concerned. Sometimes, as an 
actor, your hunger for steak doesn’t let 
you enjoy the salad. Let’s face it, Erik 
was getting most of the meat.” 

Eventually the pair realised they were 
destroying the show and jeopardising 
their $25,000 a week salary. 

Recently, in their first interview 


together in three years, they ended the 
squabble. 





Both say their production company 
and TV network encouraged the feud 
stories because they were good publicity. 


"Anything to provoke interest,’’ Larry 
said. 

"Look what they did with our 
backgrounds. The media took up that 
issue and put a chasm between us.” 

Towards the end of 1979 the feud hit 
its peak. 

Estrada said: "One day I came home 
and found my girl friend in bed with a 
buddy of mine and another girl. That 
turned my hostility into violence.” 


Soon after he crashed his bike into the 
house. He was badly injured. 

While recuperating in Hawaii, Estrada 
met Joyce Miller, a 40-year-old divorcee, 
and a few months later they married. 
Early last year she filed for divorce, ac- 
cusing Estrada of outrageous behavior. 
The case was settled out of court. 


“I don't know why, but she used 
divide-and-conquer tactics on us,” 
Wilcox said. 

““She'd say one thing to me, another to 
him. Eventually, we had to stay away 
from each other to avoid a fight.” 

Estrada's marriage split calmed him 
down. 

“What I decided to do was try to work 
out my destructive side,’’ he said. 


"Larry was in Vietnam. He has ex- 
perience dealing with people who have 
darker sides to their personalities.” 

Now Wilcox is philosophical about the 
split. 

“We can look at the whole mess as an 
experience. You learn to have a sense of 
humor about the slurs.”” 

Estrada agreed: ‘‘Sometimes the 
whole thing strikes me as hysterically 
funny. 

“Burt Reynolds, who's been the butt 
of the media much longer than us, once 
gave me some advice. He said: “There's 
only one way to handle all the garbage: 
keep smiling’.’’ 

In a show of continuing friendship, 
Estrada's latest love, Beverly Sassoon, 
invited Wilcox to his recent birthday par- 
ty. Wilcox attended and the former foes 
surprised everybody by embracing. 

When Sassoon repeated the party a 
couple of nights later in New York, 
Wilcox surprised Estrada when he took a 
late flight from Los Angeles to help blow 
out the candles.

IN THE past, Dolly Parton has been 
better known for her figure than her 
mind, but the Tennessee mountain 
girl has disarmed her critics after 
her movie debut in 9 To 5. 

She will soon be unveiling other facets 
of her talent. Behind her buxom, brassy 
blonde looks is not only a natural actress, 
but a poet, novelist and screenwriter 
waiting to emerge. 

"T have been writing since I was in the 
seventh grade,” she said. ‘‘Poems, 
children’s stories, novels, including one I 
hope to publish in the next year or so. 

“I've written a novel called 
Wildflowers and I might make it into a 
musical. It’s about my people growing up 
in the mountains. I’m going to publish a 
lot of my things eventually. 

“IT love to write better than anything 
else. I love to sing, too, but if I was forced 
to make a choice, I would be a writer. I 
could have just as easily been an author 
as a singer.” 

Those singing Dolly’s praises for her 
performance in 9 To 5, the comedy of an 
office feminist revolt, include co-stars 
Jane Fonda and Lily Tomlin, although 
some believe she stole the film from 
them. 

What made her debut even more 
remarkable was she had never been on a 
film set before and didn’t know anything 
about the film-making process. She 
memorised the entire script before 
shooting began. 

“The closest I had ever been to the 
movies was on a tour of Universal Studios

and I had never been on a set. I just 
assumed it would be done like a play,”” 
she said. 

She plays down her performance and 
while the prospect of one day writing and 
starring in films excites her, she has no 
intention of rushing into an acting 
career. 

“They were real kind and considerate 
to write my part very close to my real 
personality, so it wasn't hard for me to 
do.” she said. 

"T enjoyed doing it. It was like being 
kids again, having girl friends and play- 
ing secretary. But I'm going to wait until 
I finish my next movie, The Best Little 
Whorehouse In Texas, before I decide if I 
want to do more movies.” 

The successful melding of the trio both 
on and off the set was a disappointment 
for those who expected the teaming of 
the three stars to produce fireworks. 

Dolly was attempting a career transi- 
tion where many other pop stars had fail- 
ed, and Lily, after the disastrous Moment 
By Moment, was trying to redeem her ac- 
ting career. Lily almost did quit 9 To 5. 


‘Dolly and Jane had already been 
shooting for a week and a half when I 
started, and I was nervous and scared, 
and I guess it showed,” Lily explained. "I 
felt I was going to be miserably awful in 


the part. That was the Friday. But by. 


Monday I felt so good I changed my 
mind.” 

But making the film was “a riot””, ac- 
corcing to Lily. The three became so 
close that in the final days of production 
they burst into tears with the realisation 
that they would soon be going separate 
ways. 

““One of the great things about Dolly is 
that she is always kidding and fooling 
around,’’ Jane said, chortling as she re-

“He (Sir Donald) is not just another 
old cricketer, he's a great historical 
figure,’’ Parkinson lamented. 

“There have been two historical 
figures in cricket — W. G. Grace and 
Bradman. 

"That one is still alive and well and 
won't talk about cricket is sad. There are 
a lot of people who love cricket who 
would love to hear Bradman’s views on 
it. Why he won't do it, I don't know. 

"T've asked him every time I've come 
here and each time he has refused. It's 
like having Mozart with you,'* he said of 
Sir Donald, now living in Adelaide.” 

Parkinson also attacked Sir Donald for 
his reaction to a humorous article Parkin- 
son wrote for Britain's Sunday Times last 
year. 

In the article Parkinson says he made a 
jocular reference about how Sir Donald 
snicked a ball from fast bowler Harold

it was very pompous.” 


Larwood in a Test match and was given 
"not out”. 

“Sir Donald wrote a letter to the 
Times alleging the incident never hap- 
pened,”' Parkinson claimed. "I thought it 
was very pompous of him to complain the 
way he did. It was supposed to be a laugh, 
a humorous aside. 

“I didn’t want to reply to his criticism 
because the whole episode saddened 
me.” 

(TV WEEK could not contact Sir 
Donald for comment about Parkinson’s 
claims.) 

One person who will be on Parkinson’s 
show this time around, however, is 
former Prime Minister Gough Whitlam. 

Whitlam was supposed to be one of 
Parkinson’s guests in a series he did for 
the ABC last year but his name was 
mysteriously dropped. 

“He wasn't snubbed by me,’’ Parkin- 
son agrued. “Someone at the ABC didn't 
want him. I also wanted Garry McDonald 
but, apparently, he was persona non- 
grata as far as the ABC was concerned.” 

Parkinson, who says he has final say on 






















who appears on his show, was thrilled to 
have McDonald on his first program. 

He described Norman Gunston 
(McDonald’s razor-cut character), as 
"undoubtedly the greatest living 
Australian”. 

Parkinson, 46, also revealed he intend- 
ed to quit his highly successful series with 
the BBC "within four years”. 

“It's a positive plan. I’m not going to 
retire but when I’m 50 I want to get off 
the treadmill. 

“Tve been given the chance because of 
Australia and the Ten Network to earn, 
to put it bluntly, clear-off money — and 
that’s what it is. 

“Few people are ever given that 
privilege in life. I've now got the money 
that enables me not to work for the rest: 
of my life. 

“T will continue to work, but I'll get off 
the treadmill. 

‘The options are marvellous. I can 
come here with my family for a year do- 
ing the odd special. What I don’t want to 
do is be walking down those bloody stairs 
asa ritual.”

Farrah Fawcett, Barbra Streisand, 
Mick Jagger, Sylvester Stallone, James 
Garner and Raquel Welch have all 
employed full-time bodyguards.

Shocked and scared by the horrifying 
murder of John Lennon, former Beatles 
Ringo Starr and Paul McCartney have 
made sure they are well protected. 

Ringo, currently touring the world to 


promote his latest movie, Caveman, 
travels with five full-time security 
guards. 


Paul McCartney, who once enjoyed the 
solitude of a farmhouse in a remote area 
of Scotland, now lives in London sur- 
rounded by bodyguards wherever he 
goes. 

A spokesman for one American securi- 
ty firm specialising in bullet-proof 
clothing said: ‘‘After the attempt on the 
President’s life, you could call it a panic 
by the rich and endowed. 

"These people are spending millions of 
dollars on protection. We have sold more 
than 5000 bulletproof vests and jackets 
to showbusiness people, businessmen and 
politicians. 

“In the next few weeks this figure will 
double. We've had thousands of in- 
quiries.

“The wealthy and the famous are no . 
longer safe in this country without ade- 
quate security. There are too many nuts, 
terrorists and criminals on the loose.’’ 

TV producer Edgar Rosenburg said the 
killing of John Lennon sent shock waves 
of fear through the Hollywood communi- 
ty. 

Former Charlie’s Angels star Kate 
Jackson, and producer Alan Carr 
(Grease) have built bunker-like “safe” 
rooms in their homes so they can seal 
themselves off if intruders threaten 
them. The rooms are equipped with 
telephones that have hidden wires which 
can't be cut. 

The use of pocket-size tear gas can- 
isters has also skyrocketed.

"In my case I said 'yes' to De Laurentiis 
on a Friday and boarded a plane that 
night. E 

"On Saturday morning I arrived in Lon- 
don without even a toothbrush and 
was immediately taken to the hair- 
dresser to have my hair dyed. 

"They gave me a costume, tested me, in- 
troduced me to the director, and on 
Monday they flew me to Scotland. 
Tuesday I started shooting.” 


Every day followed the same pattern: 
"On the set in the morning at 5.30, 
back in my hotel by 8 pm, and after 
learning my lines, go straight to 
sleep.’ 

Back home things turned out as badly as 
she’d feared after her whirlwind 
departure. 

“My telephone had been disconnected, I 
had to pay two months’ back rent and 
my credit rating was a mess.” 

Melody hopes her five months of 
backbreaking filming was all worth it. 
She trained for her important debut in 
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the $30 million sci-fi picture by acting 
on TV. 

After appearing in Welcome Back Kotter 
and Logan’s Run, she made two TV 
movies, Elvis and Pleasure Cove. Then 
she did two more series, BJ And The 
Bear and Battlestar Galactica. 

Yet acting had never been her first love. 
As a child growing up in Alberta, 





Canada, she had her heart set on 
becoming a newswoman. 

But her knockout looks proved a han- 
dicap. “I had blonde hair and blue 
eyes and the name Melody. It just 
didn't have the right authority.” 

Luckily, radio beckoned. 

Melody landed a job interviewing 
celebrities as they stepped off the 
plane. To supplement her income, she 
took to modelling and making TV com- 
mercials. 

Then the travel bug bit her. And at 21 
she took a shoestring trip around the 
world for 18 months filled with adven- 
ture. 

In Sydney, Australia, she became a 
novelty. “I read the news on radio. 
This was quite spectacular for a 
woman, so they did a story on me for a 
local newspaper. 

“What happened next was my fault 
because I didn't check what kind of 
paper it was. They asked me to wear a 
bikini for a photo. Well, when I saw 
the paper I nearly died — there was a 
picture of a naked girl on the cover. 

“On the third page the headline on my 
story read, ‘Sexy Melody Lingers On”. 


After that, when I interviewed 
celebrities, I had a little more sym- 
pathy for them.’’ 


These days, with her travel adventures 
and now her second movie, Dead And 
Buried behind her, Melody has more 
time for her boy friend. 

“We've been seeing each other for over a 
year and a half,’’ she said. 

“But before marriage, we both need to 
see what’s going to happen to us — 
how my life will change. 

"Tf I ever do get married, it will be only 
once.”

DISNEY'S SECOND 
FILM FANTASIA 


EARLY IN the Forties Walt Disney 
produced his classic cartoon feature, 
Fantasia. 

It was the first feature film ever 
produced with a soundtrack in full 
four-track stereo. 

It was also the first widescreen produc- 
tion and could not be shown on the 
ordinary-sized screens of the time. 

The result? Disney took the picture 
around the US and had it shown in special 
theatres, but only after his own equip- 
ment and screens had been installed. The 
result: The first ‘“‘Roadshow’’ . and 
hence the term, so often used since, for 
special engagements of specialised 
blockbuster movies. 

As it happened, the picture Fantasia 
was far ahead of its time and failed to 
recover its cost at the box office. 

This oversight on the part of the 
movie-going public has since been cor- 
rected and Fantasia was re-released time 
and again, always making money. 

Now the Disney Studio is to enter a 
new and even more exciting field: Brain 
Fantasy.

PAUL DEMANDS MORE 


— NOT 
STARS...

GOOD JOURNALISM, and 
. not making reporters stars, 


is the key to a ‘plan’ by ` 


BTQ7 to make State Affair 
the top-rating weeknight 
current affairs program in 


Queensland. 

To achieve this, Seven has 
to topple Nine's Today 
Tonight from the ratings 


perch on which it has sat so 
securely for nearly two years. 

If it fails, and ratings slump, 
then the future for State Af- 
fair is bleak. 

But up on Mt Coot-tha 
there’s a lot of betting money 
saying that as 1981 wears on, 
State Affair will slowly close 
the gap on TT. 

There are signs this is oc- 
curring. š 

State Affair’s ratings have 
shown some upward move- 
ment, but the program’s pro- 
ducer, Paul Ransley, admits it 
still has a long way to go. 

“Our approach is to use 
reporters only as journalists, '” 
he said. 

“We only want to push 
stories. The only star on our 
program is Glenn Taylor. 

“The first responsibility of 
a journalist is to inform the 
community. I don't think jour- 
nos are stars or gods. They 
have no right to be.” 

This no nonsense approach 
is fine, but it doesn't sit all 
that well with the present 


realities of current affairs TV. 
These are that Queens- 


land's two top current affairs

the 


programs TT and 60 
Minutes — are both heavily in- 
to starmaking. And TT is a 
great believer in competitions 
and giveaways. 

Paul said: ‘‘Both State Af- 
fair and Today Tonight cover 
the same types of stories. 


"We're tied to the material we 


use by the 6.30 slot. The dif- 
ference between us is in terms 
of approach. 

"Their approach is to pro- 
mote personalities like Jim 
Devine and Michael Beattie 
and make them current af- 
fairs stars.” 

But those shows which have 
not trodden this path — State 
Affair, Willesee "81 and ABC- 
TV's Nationwide — are much 
further down the ratings lad- 
der. 

"Tf we are going to win the 
ratings,” Paul said, ‘‘it will 
not be because of the stories 
— it will be because of the way 
we package the stories and 
present them.” 

“Many of these differences 
won’t be perceptible to the 
average viewer. They are dif- 
ferences which are perhaps 
only recognised by their sub- 
conscious. 

"For instance, we always 
start with a hard news story 
because we want to be seen to 
be working for the communi- 
ty. 
“TT, on the other hand, in- 
variably starts with something 
softer and lighter. It’s a car- 
ryover from the days when 


Andrew Carroll produced the 


program. 

«He reckoned that people 
who had just watched half an 
hour of hard news had to be 
broken into 30 minutes of cur- 
rent affairs with something 
softer.” 


One result of the hardening 


up of State Affairs’ approach, 
says Ransley ruefully, is that 
the Channel has been sued 
more often this year. 

“We've got the writs 
because we've taken a stand.’ 

He says most of the legal ac- 
tions probably were initiated 
to stop State Affair pursuing 
its investigations further.

“None of the writs are caus-- 
ing us any concern,’’ Paul 
said. 

Another important element 
of State Affair’s strategy is 
community involvement. It in- 
troduced its nightly feedback 
segment, an idea of Glenn 
Taylor, with this in mind. 

“We want to be seen to be 
more accessible to the com- 
munity and to understand 
what is going onin it,” Paul 
said. 

In a bid to do this, the pro- 
gram will actually be going off 
the mountain at various times 
this year and will be presented 
from venues like high schools. 

“Up on Mt Coot-tha we are 
isolated from the rest of the 
community. It's a pretty 
rarified atmosphere,” Paul 
said. 

“You're almost in a. dif- 
ferent world. Sometimes, 
when the journalists from the 
mountain go down into the 
real world, they act like gods 
descending from Mount Olym- 
pus. 

“It's an attitude which has 
given TV reporting in

Brisbane an elitist image and 
it has been reinforced because 
we are stuck up here on the 
hill.” 

Paul’s prescription to 
popularise State Affair is ob- 
viously having some effect. In 
recent times, the program has 
been closer to Today Tonight 
than at any time in the past 
nine months. 


But while TT’s ratings have 
also slipped slightly, it is still a 
clear winner. 


Paul, who has a background 
of magazine, newspaper and 
TV journalism in New 
Zealand, readily acknowledges 
he has taken on a tough job. 

And he should. know — he 
worked for TT for a short 
time in 1979. 

When he came to Australia 
from New Zealand, Paul first 
worked for Channel 10 
Melbourne. : 

While with the Ten Net- 
work he won the United Na- 
tions Media Prize for a series 
of reports he did in Malaysia 
pi the Vietnamese boatpeo- 
ple.

QUITS 


AN ERA in Australia television has 
ended with the demise of TVQ0’s 
John Crook Show. 

But its presenter, the avuncular John 

-Crook, says that when it was time to go 
he went — gladly. — 

In the 11-year life of the show Crook 
became a central figure in Queensland 
television. 

He appeared. in most of its 2665 
episodes. 

"The last show," he said, "was very, 
very low key.” ; 

During it he received an ‘‘eviction cake 
from World Travel Headquarters and Air 
India and a singing telegram. 

The ladies of the Channel 0 canteen 
brought John a cup of coffee and a lam- 
ington — for which they demanded 32 
cents. : 

John didn't have the money so he had 
to pass the hat around, and his guests 
chipped in. 

After the show John told TV WEEK: 
“The only sad thing about the last show 
as when an 88-year-old lady rang up and 
asked our switchgirl whether it was true 
that the program was ending. 

"When the switchgirl said yes, the old 
woman began to cry: 

“When you think of the old and the 
lonely who look forward to someone com- 
ing into their lives each day through such 
a show, then its end takes on a certain 
sadness.”” 3 

But the end of his show doesn’t mean 
John can put his feet up and relax. 

He spends every spare moment work- 
ing on the small farm he has bought near 
Toowoomba. 

John intends to grow grapes, pecan 
nuts and run Brahford (a cross between 
Brahmans and Herefords) cattle on the 
property. 

It is part of his retirement plan. 

“Just having notched up 25 years in 
the electronic media, I must be getting 
close to retirement,’’ he said. 

The property is grazing land, with a 
sprinkling of iron-bark trees.

MOORE VIOLENGE 


WATCHING THEM 
film the Wayne Moore 
movie Meatheads can 
be a stomach-churning 
experience. 


The opening scenes 
show: calves being carved- 
up on the chopping-block at 
a Brisbane abattoir. 


The lighting cameraman 
tells the audience it’s okay if 
they want to turn away — or 
leave. ` 

And the director says he on- 
ly hopes it gets past the cen- 
sors. 

Meatheads has all the 
elements for an R-certificate 
— sex, violence, drugs and a 
lot of blood. 

And on June 5 at the Sydney 
Film Festival, it might be 
judged the best short fiction 
film in Australia. 

Its director, 30-year-old 
Wayne Moore, unemployed 
and broke, was once described 
by a member of the festival 
commission as the “raw, 
primitive Australian genius”. 

The young ‘‘genius’’, whose 
work certainly is raw and 
primitive, might not be able to 
scrape up the fare to see the 
judging of his movie. 

Meatheads is 40 minutes of 
power and, according to 
sources in the Queensland film 


industry, Moore’s chances of: 


winning the fiction category at 
the festival are good. 

Theme of the movie is a day 
in the life of a bunch of meat- 
workers. 

The film follows the men 





from a Friday-afternoon shift 
to a buck's party for one of 
their mates that night and his 
wedding the next day. 

Moore's first film, made 
when he was 19, was a 
costume drama, Blood Guilt, 
about a warrior. It, too, had a 
bloody theme. 

Moore “played around” 
with film for a while and then, 


in 1978, ''went into social 
reality”. 

He said: “I made The 
Believers, a movie about a 


person on the dole who gets 
drunk and shoots himself, and 
then I made The Look, about 
relationships, for which I got a 
$7000 grant from the 
Australian Film Commission. 

“The idea for Meatheads 
came to me one night at the 
pub, from stories a meat- 
worker friend of mine was 
telling. 

“The movie, although it 
gets a bit rough, is really 
about the solidarity of friend- 
ship among these meat- 
workers. 

“I did go to the buck’s party 
depicted in the movie and a bit 
of the stuff in the film is based 
on fact, but very loosely.” 

Moore made Meatheads on a 
$25,000 loan-grant from the 
commission, his third grant 
since he began filmmaking. 

Next time, he’s asking for 
more — $500,000 — to make 
Swagman, a full-length

panavision feature about a 
hitch-hiker. 

The script is up for assess- 
ment now, but it will be mon- 
ths before developments can 
be expected. 

“There's a lot of blood, and 
it is quite brutal,’’ Moore said. 

“Conflict is good stuff for 
movies and conflict breeds 
violence. As far as I'm con- 
cerned, as a filmmaker, that 
which breeds violence is 
drama. 

‘‘The violence in Meatheads 
was harsh, but it wasn’t un- 
necessary. ; 

“The first frames, with the 
slaughtering of the calves, 
were there to show audiences 
just what kind of work these 
guys did every day. 

“The rest of it was there 
because it happened. That was 
what they were like, that was 
what some guys in Australia 
did and des op GER 
weekends.’ 

Moore auditioned and cast 
the six main characters. 

He Sande Gosh ye nee 
Meatheads did have success, it 
still has to be picked up by a 
distributor, and I haven't 
worked out a marketing 
strategy with AFC, yet. 

“But if it did get chosen by 
a distributor, I hope it would 
be shown with other full- 
length Australian movies, 
possibly R-rated ones.”

$80,000 Shark Cat to give its 
news team an edge on the op- 
position.

HERO BACK

IN A blast of high seas drama, one of 
television’s great heroes hits the 
screen this week in the Errol Flynn 
Festival on TVQO. 

It’s a matter of which one is best — the 
pick of the oldies starts on Monday with 
Dawn Patrol, the exciting tale of the men 
of Britain’s Royal Flying Corps during 
World War I. 

Here Flynn is accompanied by David 
Niven and Basil Rathbone, with the con- 
fliet concerning the torment of making 
command decisions «and sending your 
comrades to sometimes certain death. 

The 1938 remake of the 1930 classic is 
fine action: Flynn and Niven as pilot bud- 
dies are an excellent duo and Rathbone is 
a marveliously stern officer.

Flynn, as an ideal villain, and Olivia De 
Havilland partners Captain Blood in 
romance. 

Gentleman Jim was possibly the one 
man to give boxing an aura of respec- 
tability as a sport. 

James J. Corbett was the real name of 
the boxer whose life is re-created, with 
more fiction than fact, in a colorful piece 
of histrionics. 

Flynn is supported in the 1942 ring 
adventure by Alexis Smith and Jack Car- 
son. 

Orson Welles joins Flynn on Thursday 
night in the interesting and rather am- 
bitious The Roots Of Heaven, based on 
Romain Gary's prize-winning novel about 


a group who join forces to protect the 
African elephant. 

A piece straight from Hollywood 
finishes the festival, and Charge Of The 
Light Brigade, based on Tennyson’s 
poem about the Crimean War is thunder- 
ing action. 

The 1936 piece alternates between 
Flynn's romance (again) with Olivia De 
Havilland and some lavish battle scenes. 

The final charge is spectacular — one 
not to be missed.

In 1964, when the American State 
of Mississippi was torn by racial ten- 
sion, three young men from the 
North volunteered to go South to 
help in the registration of black 
voters. 

They never got to Mississippi. Six 
weeks after they disappeared their 
bodies were found buried at an 
earthern dam. 

The FBI took over the case in one 
of the most massive investigations in 
the bureau’s history and what 
resulted was truly an Attack On 
Terror — the terror that had lain 
across the South for a century, hid- 
den under the white hoods of the Ku 
Klux Klan. Before the murders, 
the Imperial Wizard of the KKK had 
stood before his hooded brethren 
and the burning cross and cried: 
“What occurs this summer in 
Mississippi will determine the fate of 
Christian civilisation for generations 
to come.” 

In a sense, he was right, for what 
was determined was the fate of the 
KKK. 

This lengthy telefeature 
dramatises and documents the 
tragedy and triumph of the case, 
and the drama is much more impor- 
tant than the documentation.

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Don’t Fall In Love With A Dreamer, a 
duet she did with country king Kenny 
Rogers, didn’t make much impression 
here either, despite the fact that it 
was huge in the U.S. 

Another track she wrote, Love 
Comes From Unexpected Places, was 
recorded by Barbra Streisand after it 
won'a couple of major song festivals 
but, still, people in this country just 
didn't want to know her. 

I really hope Bette Davis Eyes 
changes all that, because it's one of 
my favorite tracks at the moment.

NORMIE ROWE is living in paradise 
with the great love of his life — 
fiancee Jo Whittle. 

He's suntanned and fit. But more im- 
portant, he is contented, although his 
brain is buzzing with 1000 ideas. 

He settles back in a cane. chair in the 
lounge of his luxury Gold Coast apart- 
ment. 

“It took a change in my lifestyle — the 
move from Melbourne,” he said. 

He has left Melbourne for the sunnier 
climes and greater opportunities the 
Gold Coast offers. 

He spends a lot of time on the road and 
is about to begin a long tour, but he has 
found a place to relax among the high- 
rise apartment blocks on the Queensland 
coast.

He knits his singing to a remarkable 
empathy with his audiences. This em- 
pathy is spawned from an infectious en- 
thusiasm which is not easily projected on 
to the small screen. 

Watching him on stage, winning au- 
diences from eight to 80, you realise just 
how the young, raspy-voiced, hard- 
driving one-time rocker and a TV WEEK 
King Of Pop has matured. 

Norm’s style has changed. The per- 
sonal maturing has also been accelerated 
by his experiences and tragedies: a tour 
of duty in the army in Vietnam, the 
death of his son in a road accident and 
the breakdown of his marriage. 

Norm says his finacee, Jo, is the 
stablising influence and organiser in their 
relationship. 

They met, rather like a scene out of 
Love Boat three years ago when Norm 
was the singer and Jo the entertainment 
officer on a cruise ship. 

“Our relationship didn’t get into high 
gear until much later,'” Jo said. 

Both agree it now runs along very nice- 
ly. People who know them well say that 
wherever Norm goes, Jo goes too. 

They seem to have much in common. 
Both love the Gold Coast. For them, it 
has become an emotional and physical an- 
chor. 

An important part of Normie and Jo's 
new life on the Gold Coast is his newly- 
acquired powerboat. 

The sleek Haines Hunter bobs in the 





marina behind his apartment. Moored, it 
nudges the jetty gently enough, but 
under way, it proves itself a powerful 
machine. 

‘Tve called her Maybe Tomorrow,” 
said Normie, ‘‘but we haven't got round 
to have the signwriters paint it on her.” 

Maybe Tomorrow! It's a sign of Nor- 

mie's optimism. It is also the name of the 
single he released earlier this year which 
got good airplay around the country. but 
failed to set the charts on fire. 
“It was important,” he said of the 
record, “because it kept my name up 
front. It helped me get bookings and 
bring audiences to my shows.” 

The motor of the outboard kicks into 
life. Normie and Jo take the boat slowly 
down the canal which runs past their 
apartment and leads out to sea. 

Once in the Southport Broadwater, he 
shows that in the three months he's had 
the boat he has learned its capabilities. 

He skips Maybe Tomorrow across the 
wake then executes a series of tight 
turns. Jo hold on for dear life. 

"IT wish he wouldn't do that," she said 
later. 

Back at the marina Norm said: "She's 
a beaut boat. She's great for getting 
around the Gold Coast. There are miles 
of canals here and in some cases it is 
easier to get around by boat than by 
Cane 

Recently he took Maybe Tomorrow on 
a 100-kilometre jaunt up the coast to a 
major game-fishing competition being 
held off Tangalooma, on Moreton Island. 

Normie said: “In the next three mon- 
ths we will be lucky if we are home for as 
much as 18 days. So, it is really great to 
get back here. We look forward to it so 
much. 

“The weather is really great so you can 
always do something with the boat or on 
the beach. It's not like Melbourne (home 
for most of Norm's career) where the 
weather is often so bad there is nothing 
you can do but put your feet up. 

“And people on the Gold Coast want 
you to do new things. Everywhere else in 
Australia all they want you to do is go 
over old ground again.” 

It's going to be different. There's a 
whole new Normie Rowe show coming. 
He'll start rehearsing soon. 

“Previously when I did a show I had 
not only to cater for the audience, but 
for the band with which I was working. In 
some cases it was a new band every night. 

What happened was that I had to 
bring my music down to a level that all 
kinds of bands could play. It was a level 
dictated by the least experienced band. 

“You can’t give your best that way.” 

So, Norm is putting together a com- 
plete show with a Sydney band, Sounds 
United. 

“We'll be able to work at a consistent- 
ly professional level. We'll be able to do 
more intricate things musically and keep 
the whole thing much more interesting 
for the artist and musicians without los- 
ing the entertainment value.
